Georgetown. Ky., July 19.—[Special.] 
—At a meeting her© to-day on the ques¬ 
tion of pooling the Burley tobacco crop 
there was a sharp exchange of words 
between J. Campbell Cantrill. presi¬ 
dent of the Equity Society, and Clar¬ 
ence LeBus, president of the Burley So¬ 
ciety, but the result waa the arranging 
of a meeting between five executive 
members of the Burley association and 
a like number of the executive commit¬ 
tee of th© Society of Equity for Thurs¬ 
day night at the Phoenix Hotel, In Lex¬ 
ington, to see if some common ground 
nu> be arranged on. the dispute between 

tho two association*. 

• • • 

Judge O'Rear First Speaker. 

The mooting was opened with 
a speech by Judge E. C. O'Roar, of the 
Appellate Court, who made over an 
hour’* address, giving a history of th© 
origin of pools In the English Guild, 
and followed it to the labor union of 
tho present time. He refused to enter 
Into a discussion of th© new' contract 
submitted to the tobacco people by the 
Burley Board of Control, as this might 
come before him and his court as a 
matter to be later on adjudicated. 

He was followed by C. M. Hanna, of 
Shelby county, who was introduced by 
the Scott county member of the dis¬ 
trict board. A. L. Ferguson, as the man 
who organized the Burley association. 
Here was where the fireworks began to 
explode. Mr. Hanna delivered a witty 
and forceful speech, In which he mad© 
a candid reference to the differences 
between the Bgri^y association and the 
American Society of Equity. 

*T object to one clause only in that 
contract, wherein It says that by Oc¬ 
tober it shall be determined whether 
the pool shall bo a go/’ he said. “Why 
wait to Join the army till the war Is 
over. If there are* not ten men In my 
county* who will pool I’ll pool with five 
men. A Uttli boy one© wrote Into a 
cement sidewalk while It was soft, *19 
cents a shine/ and it petrified there; 
just so do 1 want my pledge to petrify.’* 

Judge O’Rear referred to our State 
motto and said: "Now let's get to¬ 
gether like you and your wife did long 
ago, not like eats. 1 will in n four min¬ 
utes tell you how* our differences arose 
and how we came to separate from the 

Society of Equity.

Button had ^pre- 
vfoualy threatened to kill him and was 
generally avoided by the marines be¬ 
cause of hls wild talk and action*, ac¬ 
cording to the witness.

No Charge Against Adams. 


At the opening of the first session 
this afternoon. Judge Advocate Leon¬ 
ard read Into the record the Govern¬ 
ment order that the hearings should he 
open to the public. Major Leonard 
said that as far as the Judge Advo¬ 
cate *had been advised no officers in 
tbe service had made any charges 
against Lieut.

CapL Hrown sold if charges had been 
made hls client had the right to know 
the name of hls accuser. 

Lieut. Adams was the first witness 
called. The Judge Advocate asked 
him to tell of all hls movements from 
5 p. ui. to 2 a. m. on the night of 
October 12. 13. 1907, the night when 
Lieut. Sutton was shot. 

The witness said he attended the 
dance at tho Academy on that night 
and afterward went to Carvel Hall 
with Lleuts. Ostcrman and Utley. 
There they met Sutton later on and 
started In Owen’s automobile from 
Carvel Hall with Sutton to the Marine 
camp. 

"We went over the College Creek 
bridge,” said the witness, “and going 
over the bridge the machine was mak¬ 
ing considerable noise and as we were 
out after hours—12 o’olock being the 
limit—Lieut. Utley suggested we stop 
the vehicle and walk so as not to be 
caught. I reached over and touched 
the chauffeur and told him to stop.

Adams said he 
had little to do %vlth Button. When 
he first came to the academy. In July. 
1907. he wag told that Button had 
placed the officers of the day and other 
officers in such undignified positions by 
making them dance by threatening to 
shoot at their feet tliat the marine* 
had decided to have nothing to do 
with Button, (he witness said. Mr 
Davis went carefully over the scene of 
the shooting again with the witness. 

On further cross-examination Lieut. 
Adams testified that Sutton threatened 
to shoot him a* thry were going to¬ 
ward camp. After Lieut. Utley had or¬ 
dered them to postpone the tight and 
go to camp It was then that Lieut. 
Osterman stepped in and tried to quiet 
Button, and Button and Osterman had 
their fight. Litter, before Sutton left 
them.

“Sutton called me a - fool and 

said he would lick hell out of me. I 
unfastened my collar and Jumped out. 
Sutton and the others got out and. a* 
w® were preparing to fight, the senior 
officer stepped In and ordered us to 
stop and said we could fight It‘out 
next morning. We started for the bar¬ 
racks and got under an electric light 
when Sutton and Osterman mixed It up 
and struck each other several times 
before they could be separated I stood 
from fifteen to twenty-five feet away 
during that time. From there we went 
by the old road to the barracks to re¬ 
port to the officers of the day, leav- 
ng Sutton behind. Ho refused to go 
with u*- I told Osterman on the w*y 
bver If I had known, as I heard then, 
that Button shot up the camp two 
weeks before, we would have gotten a 
rifle to protect ourselves. On the way 
over an officer held us up. It proved 
to be Utley, and he ordered us back 
to the scene of the light to see If we 
could find any clothes. I started down 
the path and had gone thirty or forty 
paces when I aaw something white. 

• • • 

Shot At Three Times. 

“It seemed to arise and a voice said: 
’That’s that d-d Adams! I’m go¬ 

ing to kill you.* He fired I ran At 
him. He fired again. We grappled. He 
fired a third time and hit me in the 
finger. As we wheeled around I saw 
Roelker in a position to assist me. I 
threw Sutton around and got on hls 
back, trying to keep him from shoot¬ 
ing. At that time someone Jumped on 
Sutton’s left hand. I don’t know who 
It was. There was a shot and I cried. 
My God. he has killed Roelker.’ As I 
stood up there was a flash and I looked 
toward Button to see him prostrato 
and evidently dead ” 

At this point LJeut Adams Illustrat¬ 
ed hls struggle with Button, with on 
orderly as hls assistant. The witness 
lay down on the floor and went through 
the attitudes of the struggle as he hal 
fought on the dump Mrs. Sutton eyed 
the witness closely as he wa* te-tjfyin* 
She shook her head occajiui ally. 

In answer to Maj. Leonard’* ques¬ 
tions, he said he had never had any dis¬ 
agreement or words with Button prior 
to that night He said there wi* no 
argument In the automobile. Sutton 
did no* appear to have been drinking 

Adams said, how evert he had Inard 
that Button had threatened to shoot 
bun.

Pushed His Face Into Ground. 


Asked by Mr. Davis if. in hls opin¬ 
ion. Suiton shot himself, LleuL Adams 
said ho believed Billion deliberately 
shot himself after he heard some one 
say Llout. Roelker had been shot, and 
not as a result of an accident during 
the struggle. 

MaJ. Leonard objected to any opinion 
on the matter by tho Witness, saying 
the point should be determined on tho 
facts as they were brought out In evi¬ 
dence. 

When Mr. Davis pressed tho ques¬ 
tion. the judge advocate withdrew' hls 
objection. A pertinent question Davis 
asked the witness was: “So you got 
off Sutton because you knew there was 
assistance ut hand and It ft him on the 
ground with both revolvers In hla 
hands, although he had three times 
tried to shoot you and fnlght have done 
to again, did you?” 

The witness said he did not remem¬ 
ber whether he got off Sutton himself 
or was pulled oft him by some one. He 
said, however, he made no attempt to 
disarm Button. Sutton seemod to be¬ 
come suddenly exhausted after the 
fifth shot, the witness *ald. 

Court adjourned at 4 p. m. until 10 
o’clock lo-morrow, with Lieut. Adams 
still u nder cross-examination.

At the first streak of dawn Latham 
came out of the shod clapping hla hands 
with joy at ths wight of Lhc smooth aea.

A few minutes 
UUr a gun fired on the Harpon con¬ 
firmed the daring aeruploiuM’s opinion 
that condit.on* were light, and an au¬ 
tomobile wu# diepatched to Calais to 
apprise tho authorities that a star:

While the monoplane was being taken 
out and pushed to the top of the cliff 
a crowd of *> veral Ciousand persons as¬ 
sembled to witness the Atari and the en¬ 
tire population of the neighboring vil¬ 
lages lined the shore below*. Lath&m 
was in high spirits as ho carefully In¬ 
spected every part of the machine, and 
on making several trials with tin* 
elght-cyhnder motor found the machine 
perfect. 

There was a wait of an hour until 
the torpedo boats and tug*, strung out 
In a line toward the horizon, took up 
their positions. Finally all was In 
readiness, and the monoplane was 
pushed back 200 yards from the crest 
of the cliff, which has a precipitous 
fall of 200 feet to tbe sea. Latham was 
clad In a Knickerbocker suit and had 
donned a life preserver. He showed no 
sjgns of nervousness as he shook hands 
with hls friends on mounting the sad¬ 
dle. 

• • • 

Latham Gives the Word. 

“Start the motor,” he cried to hls as¬ 
sistants. and then with a nod of hls 
head and the words “See you In Dover*’ 
threw the starting lever off, thr ma¬ 
chine running along the ground with < 
Increased momentum at every turn. 

Just before reaching the edge of Che 
cliff the aeronaut touched the hori¬ 
zontal lever, and the machine, with its 
white outstretched wings, rose grace¬ 
fully and sailed out over the shining 
waters amid a roar of cheers from the 
cliff and shores. The monoplane after 
leaving the cliff ascended gradually 
until It probably was 300 feet above tho 
sea. 

Then, straight as an arrow. It con¬ 
tinued Its flight toward the English 
coast, apparently under perfect control, 
at a rate of about thlrty-ffve miles an 
hour. The black-hulled destroyer Har- 
pon kept almost under her aerial com* 
panion. and at the end of fffteen min¬ 
utes both disappeared In the haze on 
the horizon. 

The watchers on both shores hid an 
anxious hour after the machine wo* 
lost to view behind a thin veil or tog 
on the French side and apprehension 
was not allayed until the s*-mipii»re at 
Calais reported that the H irpon was 
returning with M. Latham, uninjured, 
aboard. On landing the aeronaut WiL 
given a frantic reception.

Why Motor Failed. 
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rescue of M. Latham. A brief dis¬ 
patch then said that the torpedo-boat 
destroyer Harpon had returned to Ca¬ 
lais with the aeronaut aboard. When 
picked up, the dispatch said, the mono¬ 
plane was Mill floating and Latham 
was sitting calmly in hls seat, smok¬ 
ing a cigarette. 

The distance across the channel be¬ 
tween Calais and Dover Is twenty-one 
miles, and Latham covered sixteen 
miles of tide distance. 

When the torpedo boat destroyer en¬ 
tered the harbor with Latham and 
Leb**vasseur aboard the during avLtor 
received a tremendous ovation. Doxens 
of times he was compelled to kiss girls 
who threw their arms about hls neck. 

M. Latham said the motor foiled 
about twelve miles out, and owing to 
the slowing down of the engines he w*as 
unable to remain longer In the air. The 
aviator w*as neither Injured nor dis¬ 
couraged, and declared hls Intention 
sgain of trying t<f cross the channel.

“Have you any ambition to cross the 
English Channel?” Wilbur Wright was 
asked to-day. 

“No." he replied. “If I had I should 
have done ft long ago.” 

Mr. Wright said the motor of Lath- 
nm’s aeroplane had rarely N*en known 
to run satisfactorily for more than five 
miutes at a time. 

Speaking about the probable result 
should the Wright aeroplane descend 
Into a body of water. Mr. Wright de- 
clnred It* curved surfaces would sup¬ 
port It on the water fog a time it it 
lighted squarely. lr_ case the machine 
plunged forward, he *ald.

full time and higher wages than ever 
before, and with the tariff on woolens 
not changed a single lota, we get a 
circular saying that owing to the In¬ 
crease In the tariff, the price of these 
clothe will have to be advanced 25 per 
cent" 

The Speaker Intimated that, trading 
upon the lack of exact Information 
about the tariff on the part of the pub¬ 
lic, certain dealers and manufacturers 
were going to raise prices, regardless of 
anything Congress could do. The fact 
that there has been a long and Involved 
discussion of the tariff and much gen¬ 
eral talk about "Increases all along the 
line," ho suggested, will give the op¬ 
portunity desired to put up the prices 
to the poor “ultimate consumer."

pending the arbitration of ali existing 
differences, th© sixth day of the strike 
at the McKees Rucks plant passed to¬ 
day unmarked by even the slightest 
disturbance. 

Judges hord and Brown, of the Court 
of Common Pleas, have set to-raorrow 
at 1 o'clock as the time for the hear¬ 
ing on the application of the Public 
Defense Association for a double in¬ 
junction restraining both striker* and 
employers from acts calculated to ag¬ 
gravate or prolong the strike, and on 
the decision rendered at that time will 
depend the future of the conflict. 

It Is said In labor circles that If the 
court declines to pass on th© dispute 
the men now holding the strikers In 
check will find it Impossible longer to 
exert this influence and that riot and 
bloodshed will again prevail. 

The employers make no secret of tb© 
fact that they will dispute the court's 
Jurisdiction and oppose the issuance of 
any injunction preventing them from 
permanently discharging tho first 600 
men who walked out of their shop* and 
caused the strike. 

The right of the court to prohibit the 
Importation of strikebreakers will also 
be challenged. 

The Austro-Hungarian Consul at 
Pittsburg. Baron Bonnanlsza. is said 
to have prepared a petition for submis¬ 
sion to th© Department of Commerce 
and Labor at Washington, asking for 
nn official Investigation of condition at 
the McKees Rock* plant. 

RIOTING TO CEASE. 

Standard Steel Car Company Em¬ 
ployes Vote For Order. 

Butler. Pa.. July 19 —The striking 
employes of the Standard Steel Car 
Company liave abandoned acts tending 
toward Inciting violence and during the 
next twenty-four hour* wtll endeavor 
to brig aiUmt a termination of th© 
strike by legal and quiet means.

by peaceful methods axis reached to¬ 
day after th© ntrik.ng roes* had been 
refused permission to hold a mass 
meeting Attorney \Vfa?e and Father 
BoczewakL a Catholic priest, however, 
prevented a crisis by c&im counsel and 
advice.

The tyranny of an Idea I* departing 
from Spain. The spirit of chimera 
provoking the spirit of anarchy, love 
of dynastic order calling forth the ele- 
nents of disorder, tradition arrayed 
against possession, all these pass away 
with the death of the Carl 1st pretender. 

On the throne he Inherited a* an in¬ 
fant, Alfonso Treoe. strengthened by 
a happy and fruitful marriage, Is now 
m cured by the death In oxll© of Don 
Carlos, Duke of Madrid and Pretender. 

It Is not to be believed that the Oar- 
Hstos, those men of one idea, will per¬ 
sist In a devotion almost a*« romantic 
and inaccessible to reason a* that of 
a remnant of British to the White Res» 
of the Stuart.s; nor can one reasonably 
look for the transfer of royalty, born on 
the field of battle, to Don Jaime, »on of 
the hero of the four-years’ war. 

It was not, in the beginning, a pop¬ 
ular dynaaty. thi* which has brought a 
greater measure of prosperity, progresj 
and enlightenment to Spain than she 
has known since the Sixteenth century. 
The abrogation of the Salic law for the 
personal benefit of Isabella Segunda, 
that portly modern variant of Cath¬ 
erine of Russia, did not evoke any re¬ 
sponse of enthusiasm; or, more correct¬ 
ly. the unlovely and arrogant amour-. 

* f the Qui .jn soon disillusioned her 
most earnest and constant supporters. 
The evil memories of Ferdinand Vll. 
and of Isabella were lost In a revolution¬ 
ary episode about which history has no 
cause to be proud; the struggles uf 
Cariirtoa and Christine* seem as far off 
os the *45. and many have forgotten 
that it was the offer of the vacant 
Spanish crown to Prince Leopold of 
Hohensoltern which was the excuse. If 
not the cau.ee, of the Franco-Prusslan 
War. 

The last great rising of the Carllst* 
precipitated the abdlctlon of Amadeo, 
Duke of Aosta ar.d ton of Victor Eman¬ 
uel, *'II lie Ofclantuomo,” who had. none 
too willingly, tnktn up the buiden* of 
kingship; for close upon two years an 
ably-direoted rerubllc with such men 
at It* head as Castd.ir, Serra 10 and 
Mart Inez Campos, held the reins of 
power, find since the day, thirty-five 
v<ars ago. when the last-named p o- 
cinlmed Alfonso XII. k.ng. something 
l*ko peace has smiled upon Spain. II 
jvas a peace due in great mea-ure to 
the wisdom and comparative liberality 
of th* Queen Mother who. on th? death 
of her sickly husband, assumed tha 
regency, and. for seventeen years, gave 
her adopted country a* marly repre¬ 
sentative and responsible a government 
as conditions mode possible. 

During the whole of that time Don 
Carlos remained In exile, living the 
life of a student and a dilettante In hi* 
Venetian palace or on his Austrian es¬ 
tates. tho Basque provinces and 
Navarre, last strongholds of the older 
fealty, are no longer distinguished by 
privileges und “fueros.’* by factions and 
partisans. CarHetoa In Spain, like 
Miguellatos In Portugal, are no more 
than a picturesque memory. It |* a 
nation where the tendency to cen¬ 
tralisation Is very strong; where mat¬ 
ters social and Intellectual, no less than 
political, defer to a tribunal of authori¬ 
ty; where the spirit of the middle age* 
prevailed long titer revolution and irt^l 
vaslon had liberalised Its repressive 
system Government Is less a manifes¬ 
tation of reason and of ordered control 
than an ezhlblton of authority; and. 
even to-day. It Is less tho law which Is 
recognised than tho king. It Is thi* 
intimate relationship between the ruler 


and his people which gives a new value 
to a good example; he may be ca¬ 
pricious, willful, narrow and arbitrary, 
but he has shown a hearty enthusiasm 
for his kingly Job and a wise deference 
to ministerial advice. Tho new Spain 
is a factor in European politics. She 
has attained a sense of freedom and 
regained belief In her destiny; finan¬ 
cially. industrially, commercially, in the 
arts and in tho markets, Spain looks 
rather to the travail of the future than 
the traditions of the past. 

And to such a country, renascent and 
resurgent, Don Jalmo would appeal In 
vaJn. Be he never -• eligible he may 
never be elect. His place Is with the 
Duke of Cumberland, with Don Miguel 
uf Braganza, with Victor Napoleon and 
the descendants of Giustavus of Swe¬ 
den. men whose papers are In order but 
who cannot pass the customhouse. 


Wars of Races. 

Observing that ’’the South is gaining 
powerful friends, and perhaps not so 
much rrlends, whose motive is avowed 
sympathy, as merely clear-eyed ob¬ 
servers who are Just and have cour¬ 
age,** Collier’s Weekly quotes from an 
Englishman of the name of William 
Archer, who completed last winter a 
Journey of observation through tho 
Southern States, aiui printed his con¬ 
clusions In McClure's Magazine, the 
following; “The South Is In the main 
actuated by a Just and far-reaching. If 
not far-seeing, Instinct. I believe that 
the problem, far from being unreal, is 
so real and so dlsheurtenlngly difficult 
that nothing but an almost superhu¬ 
man wisdom, energy and courage will 
ever effectually deal with it.” Where¬ 
upon The National Weekly, upon Us 
own behalf, utters these words of sym¬ 
pathy and cheer: 

We wish that these convictions were 
In the heart of every New Englander who 
hastily calls a meeting to pass resolution* 
on the negro problem, and every Northern 
editor who lias a formula, long conven¬ 
tionalised. In which l»e writes, periodical¬ 
ly, a scolding for th© South. In the Out¬ 
look. the other day. Lyman Abbott spok*- 
of his sympathy with the intense feeling* 
of the Soutliero white. Id* ‘strong con¬ 
firmation* of the enlightened views of 
President Eliot and Ambassador Bryce 
about the South's ultimate problem. To 
these name# may bo added that of 
Thomas Wentworth Rigglnaon. survivor of 
the generation of Abolition leader* and 
commander of a colored regiment during 
the Civil War. In declining an Invitation 
to attend a conference on the etatus of 
the negro, he deplored all such agitation, 
which makes tho problem of the South 
only more difficult. The day may yet 
come when the North will formally ac¬ 
knowledge that th* South’a stubborn re¬ 
fusal, since the Civil War. to yield an 
Inch of its stand In the matter of the re¬ 
lations of the races was an epochal con¬ 
tribution to tiro white race In America, 
which, under the outrageous difficulties 
which the North pressed down upon the 
South, could not have been done differ¬ 
ently. Probably it would be Impossible to 
prophesy a day more unhappy for this 
continent thAn the one on which the 
Southern white should abate one iota of 
his race pride.” 

DissertdJJoffc* upon racial and political 
conditions made by random touriM*. 
however observant and enlightened, 
take In only the surface view. The 
‘superhuman wbriom, energy and oour- 
agp," named by Mr. Aroher, have not 
been wholly wanting at the South. In 
the long run remits will gradually, and 
perhaps separately, evolve themselves 
out of the womb of time. 

There are meantime, let us ray, 
other problems among men than the 
negro problem. 

That the white people dwelling in 
vVhat we call the cotton belt of the 
South Should be not only Impression¬ 
able. but morbidly sensitive, with re¬ 
spect to the horde of emancipated yet 
semi-barbarous blacks, by whom their 
political, social and labor system are 
surrounded and taw oa tod. springs partly 
from tho momoryNof the Reconstruction 
period and partly from the presence of 
certain actual and peculiar danger*, 
nonexistent in other parts of the coun¬ 
try. 

The Northerner needs to* go South to 
understand the situation In the negro- 
ridden regions of the Valley of the Mis¬ 
sissippi and along the coast-line of the 
Gulf of Mexico, to say nothing about 
the interior of Texas and Arkansas, 
reaching as far East as Tennessee and 
the Carolina*. Here not a theory, but 
a condition meets tho intelligent ob¬ 
server upon every hand. Benevolence 
stands appalled and power lens before n 
irnss of Ignorance so cumbrous and 
opaque. Tho negro at his worst In the 
North Is nearer t,o civilization than the 
mass and bopy of the negroes at their 
best in the South. To hold these latter 
in check, to divert them from their 
natural bent, to give them as much 
Improvement and prosperity as they 
can assimilate by keeping them em¬ 
ployed Is all that the responsible ele¬ 
ment In each community can do to 
maintain any kind of racial relations 
based on the common Interest and pub¬ 
lic oMer. 

Sentiment may modify, but It can 
not direct the scheme of living wtHch 
a mighty boul* verse ment has the last 
forty years mude so difficult and com 
plicated for both races. That there 
should be many Imaginary dangers 
where there are so many real dangers, 
should surprise no one. All of us can¬ 
not be philosophers. On the whole, 
however, the South Is doing something 
more than mark time, and the widest 
and best among Southern men and 
women hope the problems of the pres¬ 


ent will solve themselves in the future, mc< ‘ 
and for good and not for evil. 

Thus far the pure-blooded African 
has made no great progress In educa¬ 
tional development, whilst In some eort 
he has degenerated In character during 
Jtfs years of freedom. The mixed-blood 
of the mulatto seems to be a retrogres¬ 
sion from both Its racial origins. Mis¬ 
cegenation doe* not Improve the spe¬ 
cie* The "rich, red blood of Africa,” 
so extolled by Dumas, the elder, d*n*s 
not fertilize the thinner and colder cur¬ 
rents of the North. It was the Cauca*- 
elan In Alexander Dumas and Fred¬ 
erick Dough**, It 1 m the Caucasian 
In Bjjk* Washington, that accounts 
forth vrnlje. # 

The Ihfcotjr of suspended growth, of 


arrested development. Is emphasized 
by too much experience and pointed 
by too many examples, to be lightly 
dismissed from the consideration of a 
problem, which, as far as we are con- 
cetried, runs parallel with the under¬ 
current of our existence ns a people. 

I Inevitably, when a Pr*?sl lout ol the 
United States signalized his own su¬ 
periority to racial prejudices ho far as 
to have a negro sit at table with him. 
there v.*as an outcry* With many thU 
was blatant and bitter. For our pari, 
we did not kr.ow whether to laugh, o.- 
to whistle, and we did both. Many pre¬ 
dicted 111 consequences. There wore a| 
few ugly and some comic demonstra¬ 
tions. But the event passed Into the 
limbo of the forgotten, hiving helped 
the Roosevelt plan of nomination and 
election to the support of the old-line 
Abolitionists and at the same time of 
the practical politicians who know the 
value of the ncgio vote In Rvpuoilcan 
National Conventions as well as In 
those States wh* re It represent* the 
balance of power, and not unnaturally 
hold it cheap at a meal of victuals. 

The status 6f the Negro in the North 
and In the South, however. Is by no 
means all—though the most Important 
part from one point of view*—of the 
racial question as It Is looming up In 
the world at large, pressed upon En¬ 
gland by South Africa, and upon Ger¬ 
many as well, and on France, by the 
contiguities of Northern Africa, Mo¬ 
rocco and the whole Arablun region, 
not to say Egypt, and thence across th^ 
Desert and the Dead Sea to the Pa¬ 
cific, where the tinted peoples of China 
and Japan take up In half-tones the 
tragic stdry of the Children of Ham, 
presaging not merely a new map of the 
Universe, but a new lesson in human 
ethics; Inconceivable as yet. but vast; 
at once ominous and overwhelming; the 
activities of the Atlantic to bo trans¬ 
ferred to the Pacific; the Globe itself 
to be turned about; a fresh set of 
books—geographical, economical, po¬ 
litical. social, racial—to be opened by 
all the nations of the earth. 

Let us not bo exaggerative. Lot us 
not forget that there Is a deal of tom¬ 
foolery trolled off upon no better 
warrant than the Yellow Peril and the 
White Man s Burthen, texts which pro¬ 
voke diverse readings and much dis¬ 
cussion. That sarno Rudyard Kipling 
has many sins to answer for—chiefly 
of phraseology—but. as the author of 
these two expressions, at once de¬ 
scriptive and suggestive, he Is answer¬ 
able for something worse than verbal 
misleading. 

There are burth»?ns and burthens, and 
perils and perils, w’hlch may not be 
hitched to an epigram and run in har¬ 
ness. nor catalogued, but tvhich. never¬ 
theless, are well worth considering 
when wc tackle the question of racial 
relations and distinctions. 

The White Man's burthen Is one thing 
in South Africa, and quito another 
thing In the Southern States of the 
American Union. The Yellow Peril does 
not worry England at all. which Is in 
close alliance with Japan, and would 
not worry us. except for our own short¬ 
sighted policy in ouY* dealings with the 
trans-Pacific peoples, notably in our 
exclusion of the Chinese, in obedience 
to the mandates of a body of plug¬ 
headed demagogues In California—-or¬ 
iginally stirred to action by the Sand- 
lotters of a day that Is gone, Dennis 
Kearney no longer to lead them—both 
the Democratic and the Republican 
parties have been dragged by the heels 
Into an attitude of hostility, which be 
gins to react upon us and will after a 
while plague us more than any one 
can toil. 

Touching these things, Mr. Charles 
8. Hartwell writes the New York Trib¬ 
une u letter from Hlrum, "away down 
Maine.” which is full of Interesting 
statement and meaty suggestion. We 
quote the following salient passage; 

"W# exclude the Chinese, they exclude 
our goods. They are a slow but solid 
people. I have lived thirteen year* In 
their country and know their characteris¬ 
tics. and 1 venture to state that Minis¬ 
ter Rockhil! ha* on hand a task that wilt 
rival Minister Conger's at the time of 
the Boxer trouble. This antagonism be¬ 
tween China anad America has been de¬ 
liberately Invited by our greed to sell 
the Chinese American goods, at the same 
timu we spurn them from our door*. 
There has been no reciprocity or co-oper¬ 
ation between the two races, and now, 
when the Importance of Chinese njorkets 
Is dawning upon us as a nation, we are 
just beginning to have those markets 
closed to us. 

‘it U the misfortune of America that 
mo many of our people have the Idea of 
race superiority combined with no sense 
of responsibility for belated and undevel¬ 
oped races. Ten trillions of negroes 
among us. ten millions of dark-aklnned 
islanders In our care, und yet the pre¬ 
vailing sentiment In many sections U that 
of domination over their inferiority. 
Though we proclaim all men to be free 
and equal, the white race practically be¬ 
lieves It Is Lhc only one capable of self- 
government. either now or hereafter. 

“This shows greater faith In our color 
than in free Institutions. If the Idea Is 
correct that the tinted races will never be 
self-governing, we challengo their antag 
onlsm. and ultimately will feri their pow^ 
er. Japan has shown what fifty millions 
can do In fifty years, ami when the four 
hundred millions of China are aroused, 
wc may feel the wisdom of co-operation 
mstead of antagonism. 

‘T. fur one, fear more the white peril 
than the yellow peril. If Republican in¬ 
stitution* are suited only to the white 
race, iluy will not avail even for it. I 
bcllevo In freedom and free institution*, 
and so I feliove that In time any race 
may be uplifted by them. The Caucasian 
for outnumbered b.v the other 
We drag them out of their Isola¬ 
tion and force civilization upon them In 
order to promote our tiade interest*. The 
Japanese kre not the only people who 
can react and prove their ability to use 
the advantage* of civilization In their own 
way and for their own purpose*, China. 
India. Africa will gradually arouse. There 
are vital force* within other race* than 
ours The spirit of domination will not 
permanently prevail over them: the spirit 
of co-operation Is the true policy of tiie 
age, ami the only one which will pro¬ 
duce helpful and lasting results.” 

In tho face of theoe stupendous pos- 
aibitftlea. tho race question at the South 
do** not loom quito so large. The Ne¬ 
gro la a kindly, doolie creature, He 
Likes hi* ease. He Is inrittUJve. He 
Is making good i>n>gm»8 In tho Bordor 
.States The abntrolllng IratolllRV-nco of 
Uio Whites* hna t*> thought uf taldror 


unfair advantage of him. On the con¬ 
trary, It hs deeply concerned for hla 
betterment.

NEAR FUTURE. 


Duty On Fruit To Be Increared Frcia 
One To One and One-Half 
Ce^ts Per Pound. 


The time 1* not very far distant when 
lent.ms are going to command a bigger 
price In Louisville than at any time be¬ 
fore or sin^e the Civil War. This pre¬ 
diction was made yesterday by a 
prominent local wholesale fruit dealer, 
who has just received word from 
Washington from tho National Asso¬ 
ciation of Fruit Handlers that an in¬ 
creased duty on lemons coming from 
abroad Is about to be declared. This 
means, of course, that merchknU must 
either discontinue their Investment in 
lemon* or advanco the price on iha 
consumer In order to nap a fair profit 

Charles Scholtz, Jr., president of the 
Joseph Dcnunzlo Fruit Company, de¬ 
clared yesterday that an advanced 
price on lemons is inevitable. He said 
he In in receipt of Information from the 
East to the effect that the duty on Uro 
fruit positively will be Increased, art * 
that preparations are now tx-lng maoe 
to Jump the prices upward. He :M* 

"It look* very much like tha con-. 
zunror will have to pay the cost If tht 
uuihorlltes at Washington increase the 
duty on lemons, and wc have every 
mason to believe they will, the price 
will have to go up. for we could not 
afford to pay :he Increase without sell¬ 
ing higher. Th<* profit would be cut 
down to practically nothing If we allow 
ihe old scale of prices to remain un¬ 
changed.’* 

Mr. Rcholtz then explained that the 
old Dinghy bill demanded 1 cent duty 
on each pound of fruit coming Into the 
country from Europe. This charge has 
been In effect ever since the Dingley 
bid became a law. ar.d has made it p :s- 
slble for the consumer to get lemons, 
almost an ab^alute necessity nt limes, 
at a reasonable cost. Now, however, It 
Is proposed to advance the duty to 
rents p*T pound, equal to 50 or 60 cants 
for o'tch box weighing from thirty-five 
; to sixty pounds. 

* There can be no doubt that promi¬ 
nent men In California ar r advocating 
•he increased duty on lemons," said Mr. 
1 Scholia. “Men In that Stnte have at- 
xsays opposed the shipping of fruL hero 
from abroad, because :hty are anxious 
to ge*. tiroir own product on the Ameri¬ 
can markets at t high figure The !n- 
creused tlufy will discourage the for¬ 
eign moveme nt to some t xum and con¬ 
sequently California will havo a dear 
track.” 

In addition. Mr erholtz stated that 
the California crop is seldom or ever of 
sufficient size to meet the demand. This 
year It fell far below expectation*, and 
would prove bf little value In case of a 
very serious famine. 

The price of lemon* each year is reg¬ 
ulated almost entirely by the tuppty 
and demand. If the supply Is adequate 
and tho demand good the prices are 
usually reasonable. Tho weather, how¬ 
ever, Is a b»g factor. It someilrnba 
causes the price to go up. though the 
yrlce of lemons seldom rise* abov«- 30 
cents per doz« n. It Is expected that 
thfry will sell here at price* ranging be- 
iWP' n 35 and 50 cents p*-r dozen, retail, 
if the new tariff Is adopted.

C. Bennett and John Edwards, of this 
city. 

Jildif* Cochran jmssed sentence on 
the prisoners at noon (D-day. at which 
time strong denials of being guilty of 
the charges were heard from each of 
the convicted men. 

The court overruled a motion for a 
new trial, but granted sixty days to 
t&ko an appeal Ip case the defendants 
should desire it. t \ 

In addition to a life sentence for 
mtird-r. Berry Simpson. George Stan- 
lay and Elisha Siavan were given ten 
years each for disobeying an order of 
injunction, while Jesse Simpson and 
Oliver Siavan were given three and 
five yens respectively for disobeying 
the injunction.

WANTS OLD CHURCHES 


Kentucky Methodist Conference Seek¬ 
ing West Virginia Territory. 

Ashland. Ky.. July 19.—At the next 
meeting of the General Conference of 
the M. E. church. South, a memorial 
•wll! be presented praying that that 
portion of the Western Virginia Con¬ 
ference now located in Kentucky be 
detached from the Western Virginia 
Conference and attached to the Ken¬ 
tucky Conference where It is claimed 
that It naturally belongs. 

This territory Includes what is known 
as the Ashland district and embraces 
a large number of members and in¬ 
cludes considerable valuable church 
property, belr\g. in fact, one of the 
strongest districts in the Western Vir¬ 
ginia Conference.

Blocking Action On Babies' 
Milk Fund Association. 


TRUSTEES DOMECX AND RF.M- 
ELTT OPPOSE USE OF SCHOOLS. 


MATTER COMES UP AGAIN AT 
SPECIAL. MEETING TO-NIGHT. 


MORE TIME ON CONSUMERS. 


By breaking a quorum at last night’s 
m*H»:jng of the Louisville School Board, 
Trustees A. J. Domer.k and A. H. Rein- 
mett made It Impossible for their col¬ 
leagues to grant the Babies' Milk Fund 
Association the privilege of maintain¬ 
ing milk depots for the relief of the 
worthy poor In the public schools of 
Louisville. The two men stood to¬ 
gether against the movement to allow 
the association a free rein with regard 
to tho school buildings, and just when 
the climax came ut the and of a long 
debate, took up their bats and walked 
out of the blulding. 

Dr Dunning S. Wilson, who accepted 
the gave! when Dr. Bloom essayed to 
explain his action in granting the as¬ 
sociation the right to dispense milk 
from the Thirteenth and Maple-street 
school, declared the meeting over, and 
the remaining members of the board 
left for their various homes, to meet 
again to-night and make another ef¬ 
fort to decide the question. 

The matter had Its formal introduc¬ 
tion at last night's session. Immediate¬ 
ly following the unanimous adoption 
of a report subnxlttod by Trustee Jo¬ 
seph PiAXza, chairman of a committee 
appointed to con/or with Mayor Grln- 
sieud and the City Smoke Inspector 
with referenre *> applying smoke con¬ 
sumers to boilers In tho public schools. 
In less than two minutes ono of tho 
warmest debates In tho recent history 
of the board was on. 

• • • 

Dr. Haack's Resolution, 


It was started by Dr. O. R. Haack, 
who submitted and moved for the 
adoption of a resolution allowing the 
asKoaiatlon to establish and maintain 
milk stations in any school building in 
the city “where it Is found necessary." 
Pinkney Varble seconded the motion 
by Dr. H&ark to adopt the resolution. 

"By unanimous consent Dr. Tuley, 
who. I see. la present, may explain why 
the Babies' Milk Fund Association se¬ 
lected the Thirteenth and Maple-street 
school to establish a station. I B'.ggmt 
that the doctor tell what the associa¬ 
tion has accomplished, its purpose, 
etc,," announced Dr. Bloom- 

Dr. Tuley then took the floor and 
spoke at some length upon the work 
that L being done for the worthy poor 
by the Babies' Milk Fund Association. 
He said in effect: 

’Our association selected tho Thir¬ 
teenth and Maple-strtet school because, 
after careful consideration of death 
maps showing where the mortality 
among Children In the city was great¬ 
est, we deemed the neighborhood of 
Thirteenth and Broadway In greater 
need of our organization than any 
other section of the city. In that terri¬ 
tory. according to the death map. more 
habits die each year than In any other 
neighborhood. We decided that It would 
be advisable to place a station in that 
neighborhood. Since the station wo* 
opened we have been making good 
progress. Our nurses visit the homes of 
the worthy poor, and minister to the 
sufferings. The station has grown in 
popularity until to-day we have four¬ 
teen charity cascs and seven cases 
classed as part charity. In other words, 
wo give milk absolutely free to fourteen 
applicants and charge a nominal sum to 
sev<?n othara" 

• • • 

Dr. Bloom Explains Action. 


Dr. Bloom then took the floor and ex- 
lained the circumstances surrounding 
Is action in granting the association 
the use of the school without consulting 
with the board. He sold: 

"Immediately after the June meeting 
members of the milk fund association 
approached me and asked permission to 
use the building. They assured me they 
would not put the city to any expense. 
I consulted Prof. Mark. Mr. Jones and 


tho secretary. And they were all will¬ 
ing. I then granted the permission 
temporarily, and made it plain that 
my action had to be indorsed by the 
board. Later I asked the secretary to 
make a memorandum and remind me 
to lay th» matter before you. He c<*n- 
plled with my request, but I never got 
the opportunity t wanted. However, 
when I opened the school to tha asso¬ 
ciation. I felt tho* I could afford to go 
as far as did Mr. Belknap, of khe Park 
Commission, when ho sanctioned a milk 
depot In Boone Square and later ob¬ 
tained the Indorsement of his board. 
If any of you gentlemen have anything 
against me. you l*ave every opportuni¬ 
ty to g» 5 t at me on the floor when I am 
here. I certainly do hope you will uoc 
strike at me through the baoloa" 

Mr. Romraott, seconded by Trustee 
Do meek, then offered an amendment to 
tne resolution which altered It so that 
the association may establish a depot 
In any school in the city, except In the 
Tenth ward school. Mr. Retnm**tt's 
district, and in which tha Thirteenth 
and Maple-street school la situated.

Asked Him To Explain.

Dr. Dunning 9. Wliaok- white-faced 
at the action of Trustee Remmett, ask¬ 
ed him to explain why be is so anxious 
to throw the station out. 

“I don't believe In milk dairies In 
schools,” said Mr. RemmetC "In the 
first place the milk will draw flies, and 
scientists say that flies are unhealthy. 
In the second place, aTter Investiga¬ 
tion, I find thAt those people who are 
depending on the station for milk live 
fifteen or twenty blocks away from it. 
I am also Informed that they are selling 
buttermilk-" 

"Gracious!" interrupted Dr. Bloom. 

"Furthermore,” continued Trustee 
Rommett, "this Association may be a 
moneymaking proposition. It is not a 
charitable Institution. It is selling milk 
at a profit. They get the milk for 26 
cents and 30 cents & gallon and then 
add two or three gallons of water." 

Dr. Bloom at this point turned over 
his gavel to Dr. Wilson and spoke 
ugaln on the proposition. As before, he 
applauded ,ihe association and &pz>ealod 
to the trustees to refrain from attack¬ 
ing him through the babies. He con¬ 
cluded by saying that he Ignored Al¬ 
together Trustee Rcmmett's Insinuation 
at graft on the part of the association. 
• • • 

Amendment Is Lost. 


Then came the vote on Mr. Remmett’s 
amendment excluding tho Tenth 
ward, and Incidentally the Thirteenth 
and Maple -street school, from the res- 
fl. It W4i lost. Messrs. Bloom. 
Borgman. Haock, Varble and Wilson 
voting against It. and Messrs. Domeok. 
Pioxxa and Remmett voting In Us fa¬ 
vor. 

Chairman Wilson then instructed the 
secretary to < all the roll on the original 
resolution Introduced by Dr. Haack. 
Just as the proceeding was about to 
begin Trustees Remmett and Do meek 
left the room. Mr. Domeck said:

The Board of Trust**es of the Indiana 
Reformatory completed its special ses¬ 
sion at Jofforsonvllle yesterday and the 
member*.

bune. of Linton, and Thomas B. Orr, 
of Anderson, returned to their homes 
last evening. The board was called to¬ 
gether far the purpose of taking up the 
heating plant contract again, as OoV. 
Thomas R. Marshall had asked that the 
former lotting to the Indiana Englnecr- 
ln Company be tod aside and a n»*w 
agree men t entered into. The 
also deckled to reorganize on an,opin¬ 
ion of James Bingham. Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of Indiana, that the general super¬ 
intendent could not act as treasurer. 
Tho reorganisation was as follow's: 

Thomas B. Orr. president; William D. 
Allison. v|be president; l). J. Terhune, 
secratary. ami Ur. Harry Sharp, 
treasurer. The latter will bo required 
to give a bond of $60,000. What is 
known as the Inmates’ fund. It was 
decided, will continue to remain in the 
hands of MaJ. Ik C. Peyton, general 
superintendent. This Is the money 
paid the Inmates In the Whap*» of earn¬ 
ings for overtime and extra work. The 
board lmloraod MaJ. Peytun's action in 
recommending that tho plans for 
building a new stable bo changed so 
that the cost could be cut down, the 
appropriation being only $1,500. 

Whon the heating phrnt contract was 
taken up it was decided to employ 
Mr Me an A Tripp, of Indianapolis, as 
consulting ongtiwera. and tho Jinn is 
to have plans ready for submission at 
the regular meeting of tho board on 
August X They win be passed upon 
by tbo board and If found to be satis¬ 
factory bids will be called for August 
12 , as It In dost red to get the plant In 
operation by uintar. Charity A. Tripp, 
one of the firm of consulting engineers, 
has been employed for some time by 
the board and during the recent In¬ 
vestigation at Indianapolis he testified 
that he had told the board it would be 
justified in awarding the contract to 
the Indiana Engineering 
afar a promise had been made that 
the plant would be installed under the 
supervision of the Simons Hooting dr 
Specialty Company, of Dotrcdt. 

The board gave thyme time to talking 
over tho new water system, on which 
a good deal of w'ork has b^en done and 
there is considerable more to com¬ 
plete. It was decided to go ahead with 
the work, an appropriation of $ 20,000 
having been made for installing the 
plant. A number of wells have been 
sunk and are In us»‘. furnishing an In¬ 
dependent supply of waiter that is re¬ 
garded as pun* ami the pressure strong 
enough to cope with any ordinary ftnx 
Several other minor questions were 
considered before the board finally ad¬ 
journed. 

Given Privilege of Paying. 

A called session of the Jeffersohvlllo 
City Council was held last night, at 
which an ordinance was Introduced and 
passed to give the Louisville and 
Southern Indiana Traction Company 
the privilege of pcylng the corpora¬ 
tion’s part of the expense* of Improv¬ 
ing Court avenue from Wall street to 
Pearl street on the ten-yr»ar install¬ 
ment plan. n» notice was not given at 
the proper time so that such action 
could be taken.
